THE EDITOR'S CHAIR 

The National U.C.Y. executive at their meeting held in 
August approved a scoring method to be used by all U.C.Y. clubs. 
This will be an annual evaluation and will serve as a medium on 
which the cup for the “Most Active U.C.Y. Club” will be awarded. 
As well diocesan executives may also use this form for their 
scoring of an active club in their diocese (some dioceses give an 
award for their most active club). 

Though there have been some alterations the main form 
for this scoring method was one Which was received from the To¬ 
ronto Diocesan executive. In behalf of the National U.C.Y. I 
would like to express our sincere thanks to the Toronto Dio¬ 
cesan executive for sharing with us their method. It is very com¬ 
mendable for a diocese to pass on worthwhile ideas and sugges¬ 
tions—as you can see this will benefit all our clubs across Can¬ 
ada. 

How is this scoring method going to work? Your club will 
receive full instructions with the copy which is to to be filled 
out at the end of each term and returned to the diocesan execu¬ 
tive. Just before the National convention the diocesan executive 
will submit the entry of the club which has the most points for 
the three years. The top scoring club of all dioceses will be con¬ 
sidered the most active club in Canada. 

This scoring method should also serve as a media on which 
the clubs can plan their program for the year. If the club in¬ 
clude most of the activities and projects mentioned they will have 
a club that is interesting and one that measures up to the ex¬ 
pectations of a U.C.Y. club. 

It is felt that this method will be easier to do than the 
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previous one. Before if the report was written better and more 
interesting it might have won over one which did not have its 
activities as interestingly stated. This method will also eliminate 
alot of time in judging since the total score will be the deciding 
factor. 

This evalution is divided into seven sections and are as 
follows: 

1. Spiritual activities—retreats, pilgrimages, etc. 

2. Civic-cultural activities—studing the Ukrainian language, 
members attending parish church choir, debates, etc. 

3. Social & sport activities—various activities held by the local, 
regional or diocesan executives, etc. 

4. Membership activities—if membership of paid-up members 
is larger than last year, held membership drives, etc. 

5. Publicity activities—articles submitted to YOUTH or local 
Diocesan Ukrainian Catholic papers, sponsor a radio pro¬ 
gram, etc. 

6. Miscellaneous—donation to YOUTH press fund, attendance 
at conventions and regional, etc. 

7. Bonus Score—each month special activities are to be sug¬ 
gested for clubs to have and if they carry out all of the 
activities a bonus of 25 marks will be scored for them (this 
section comes into effect Sept. 1965).

BONUS MARKS FOR SEPTEMBER 


As mentioned in “Our President 
Comments” and “Editor’s Chair” 
columns all clubs will receive twen¬ 
ty five marks per month if they do 
the things asked of them by the Na¬ 
tional Executive of the U.C.Y. These 
bonus marks will count towards the 
judging, of the most active club 
either in the diocese or Canada. 

In order to merit the bonus marks 
for the month of September the club 
must hold a general meeting during 
this month and at one of the meet¬ 
ings a discussion on the Vatican 


Council is to be discussed. The spiri¬ 
tual director might be able to direct 
this discussion. The following can 
be topics on which to make the dis¬ 
cussion: 

1. The origin of the councils. 

2. The purpose of a Vatican Coun¬ 
cil. 

3. Summary on some topics dis¬ 
cussed at previous councils. 

4. Date and place of council to 
take place in Sept. 

5. Summary of some subjects to be 
discussed at this council.

This will not 
only give the diocesan executive a 
complete list of their clubs but it 
will aid them in planning activities 
for your clubs to participate in the 
fall. Items of instruction and other 
information have been delayed many 
times because the diocesan executive 


had not the correct address for the 
club. 

All executives should work in 
harmony and this is your opportun¬ 
ity to show that you can meet your 
responsibilities and your club is 
really conscientious about perform¬ 
ing its duties. 

Hold A Membership Drive 

It is hoped that this year our 
membership is increased with very 
noticeable number. This can be done 
but we need the cooperation of all 
of our U.C.Y. clubs across Canada. 
I am certain that you will not let 
your club linger behind the rest of 
them. You should be anxious to get 
your club of to a good beginning, and 
therefore we urge all of our clubs 
to hold membership drives during 
the month of October to interest our 
Ukrainian Catholic youth across 
Canada in joining our organization.

10. Hold a open house for parents 
and new members. 

11. Get new members to help on 
various projects. 

12. Country clubs—arrange trans¬ 
portation for those who have no way 
of going to meetings. 

13. Approach the young people 
after church. 

14. Charge more for non-members 
such as at meetings or socials, etc. 

15. Set a deadline to get the ma¬ 
jority of membership paid up — a 
well planned campaign night to ter¬ 
minate it. 

16. To be able to join in sport ac¬ 
tivities of the club, etc. they must 
be a member or charged more. 

17. Paid members could enter free 
if they brought someone else who 
became a member that night.

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Youth Magazine Report 

July 1964 - September 1965 


During the past year some goals 
of the YOUTH magazine program 
have been reached while others will 
be put in effect in the future. 

The following are the goals which 
had action taken on: 

1. To improve material published 

—Each issue carries contribution 
by the national president and edi¬ 
tor. 

—Diocesan executives were asked 
to request articles from spiritual di¬ 
rectors — no articles were received 
from the spiritual directors in the 
past term. 

—Exchange copies of — Light, Re¬ 
deemer’s Voice, Progress, The New 
Star, The Way and the Western 
Catholic Reporter have been start¬ 
ed during the past year. 

—-The Reader’s Opinion Column 
was announced to the diocesan ex- 
excutives and as well announced in 
the YOUTH magazine — no results 
obtained. 

—News & Events Column — has 
been run in recent issues. 

—-Diocesan executives and clubs 
were requested to provide articles 
from talks at conventions, com¬ 
munion breakfasts — only a small 
number of articles received from 
this source. 

—Articles in Ukrainian — most 
issues carry articles in Ukrainian. 

—Survey of amount of readers 
able to read in Ukrainian—diocesan 
executives asked to do this — no re¬ 
sults as yet received' from them. 
Therefore a questionnaire was car¬ 
ried in the July-August issue of the 


YOUTH — some replies have been 
received. 

—Ukrainian poems published in 
some issues — unable to get songs 
printed with music notes. 

—Requested the Basilian Press by 
letters for a list of books which 
would be of interest to UCY mem¬ 
bers (a short summary of these 
books would be placed in a column 
of the YOUTH) — have had no re¬ 
ply from them as yet. 

2. To get magazine published 
regularly — 

—National and diocesan execu¬ 
tives asked to submit letters to the 
printer—this was don e by them. 

—Meeting was held 1 with the Na¬ 
tional U.C.Y. and the Ukrainian 
Catholic Council of Canada to dis¬ 
cuss the irregularity of publishing 
as well as the finances of the 
YOUTH. 

—The magazine has been pub¬ 
lished regularly since the March 
1965 issue. This is due to the coop¬ 
erative and combined efforts of our 
organizations who showed interest 
and therefore impressed the print¬ 
ers of the necessity of a regular 
issue. I feel that our magazine will 
be published on time from now on. 

3. More Responsibility given to the 
National and Diocesan Press Chair¬ 
men. 

—Requested the national press 
chairmen to submit a list of articles 
to be submitted by each diocesan 
press chairmen every month — this 
was done but the results from the 
diocesan press chairmen was not 
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satisfactory. 

—Requested the national press 
chairmen to send helpful informa¬ 
tion every month to the diocesan 
press chairmen — some information 
was sent but I have not received any 
comment from the diocesan press 
chairmen whether this was helpful. 

—Requested the national press 
chairmen to send deadline remind¬ 
ers for articles to all the national 
executive and diocesan press chair¬ 
men every month — I do not be¬ 
lieve this was carried out every 
month — no comment from the dio¬ 
cesan press chairmen whether this 
was any help when they were sent. 

—Requested each diocese to sub¬ 
mit a page of news for every issue— 
this was not followed. 

4. Number of Subscribers. 

—Our approximate number of 
subscribers at present is 600 — a 
drop from the previous year (prob¬ 
ably due to the rise in subscription 
from $1.00 to $1.50). 

—Competition encouraged be¬ 
tween dioceses — the back page of 
every issue shows the contribution of 
all dioceses for the previous month 
—a plaque will be awarded to the 
“Most Active Diocese Participating 
in the YOUTH Magazine”. 

The present points for the dioceses 
given are: 

Winnipeg — 75 points 
Edmonton — 66 points 
Toronto — 31 points 
Saskatoon — 9 points 

5 Change of cover 

-—Awaiting final decision of the 
national executive in choice of the 
new U.C.Y. crest. 

—Trying to match picture with 
some article in magazine — finances 
hinder us in complete success.

Pope Warns Of 'Evasiveness 1 In Youth 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope 
Paul VI offered Mass in St. Peter’s 
basilica before 10,000 young girls 
who had come to Rome for the 20th 
anniversary of their branch of Ital¬ 
ian Catholic Action. 

“Be strong,” he urged them. “Be 
strong for your dignity and for your 
calling as women looking for the 
conquest of every right, every de¬ 
velopment and every perfection to 
which the modem Christian life of 
women entitles you to aspire. Be 
strong in order to be productive in 
your family, in your school, in your 


parish, in your work, and in your 
associations.” 

He warned them against the spirit 
of' modern youths who have taken 
“evasiveness” as their slogan. 

“It is fashionable to show oneself 
skeptical, disappointed and decad¬ 
ent,” he said. 

“In order to live, these young peo¬ 
ple have a need to evade, to re¬ 
ject, any obedience, any commit¬ 
ment, any service, any real love. 
They indulge in irresponsible free¬ 
dom and in wayward selfishness.” 
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Manitoban Celebrates Mass at New York Fair 


A Ukrainian Catholic priest from 
Manitoba celebrated Mass at the 
Vatican Pavilion in New York, June 
9, 1965. 

Rev. Emilian Pilkiw, pastor of 
Fisher Branch and adjacent mis¬ 
sions, while visiting New York 
World’s Fair, had an opportunity 
to offer Low Mass at the Vatican 
pavilion in the early evening June 
9, which was attended by hundreds 
of the faithful and curious onlook¬ 


ers. 

Father Pilkiw said that about 25 
persons received Holy Communion 
according to the Ukrainian rite 
usage. 

Father Pilkiw is believed to be 
the only Ukrainian Catholic priest 
from Canada, who had an opportun¬ 
ity to celebrate Mass at the Vati¬ 
can pavilion which is visited by 
thousands of tourists from all parts 
of the world. 


Lourdes Cure in 1958 is Decreed Miraculous 


MESSINA, Italy (NC) — A decree 
has been issued' by Archbishop Fran¬ 
cesco Fasola of Messina proclaim¬ 
ing the cure at Lourdes of a woman 
of his diocese as miraculous. 

The case involves Mrs. Elisa Aloi, 
35, who went to Lourdes in 1958 
suffering from tuberculosis of the 
bone. After bathing in the waters at 
the French shrine she asked that a 
plaster cast be removed. Doctors 
found that the bone was healed. 

In May, 1961, the International 
Medical Committee of Lourdes is¬ 
sued a report covering this case and 
two others that occurred during the 
1950s. It certified Mrs. Aloi’s recov¬ 
ery as “medically unexplainable” 
and turned its evidence over to a 
Church commission for further study 
to determine whether the cures 
could be classified as miraculous. 

Archbishop Fasola said in issuing 
his declaration that the cure of Mrs. 
Aloi was “unforeseeable . . . immedi¬ 
ate, and total.” 

Mrs. Aloi’s affliction developed 


from a fall from a roof when she 
was 11 years old. Medical treatment 
had failed to heal the tuberculosis. 


Ukrainians Capture 
U.S. Soccer Crown 

CHICAGO, Illinois—The Ukrain¬ 
ian Soccer Club of New York, East¬ 
ern National Champions won the 
1965 United States Open Soccer Cup 
title by beating the Western Cham¬ 
pions, Hansa of Chicago, 4 to 1 in 
an overtime Sunday, July 4 before 
over 3,000 in Hanson park stadium.

New Executive Elected. 
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Bilingualism And Biculturalism As Seen By 
Western Canadians Of Other Ethnic Origins 

By Bohdan R. Bociurkiw, University of Alberta 

An address presented at the Community Seminar on Bilingualism 
and Biculturalism at the University of Alberta in Edmonton, April 
23, 1964. 


(Continued from last issue) 

It is my basic assumption that 
the knowledge of one or two lan¬ 
guages, other than one’s own, is pre¬ 
ferable to monolingualism, even 
iron the narrower viewpoint of 
learning to know one’s own lan¬ 
guage better. It is, moreover, assum¬ 
ed that cultural pluralism, involving 
the co-existence, interaction, and 
sharing of either two or more cul¬ 
tures—besides being a fact of life 
in Canada—is a desirable pheno¬ 
menon in itself as it (a) essentially 
contributes to a distinctive national 
character of Canada, (b) allows for 
the mutual enrichment of several 
cultural strains in the evolvement 
of a common Canadian culture; (c) 
creates conditions for a wider and 
more direct participation of Cana¬ 
dians in cultural activities; (d) helps 
to exploit the unique linguistic 
wealth inherent in the multi-ethnic 
population of Canada, for the sake 
of the special role of Canada in in¬ 
ternational affairs, as an interpreter, 
mediator, and peacemaker; and (e) 
contributes to the development 
among Canadians of a more “ecu¬ 
menical”, more tolerant and inform¬ 
ed attitude towards international 
affairs, and towards the countries 
and cultures of origin of their fellow 
citizens. 

The safeguarding of cultural heri¬ 
tages of the non-British and non- 
French ethnic groups cannot be con¬ 
sidered in separation from the ques¬ 


tion of language. Language repre¬ 
sents an important element in cul¬ 
tivation and, especially, in the con¬ 
tinuation of a culture and, more¬ 
over, it plays an important role in 
the preservation of the religious 
identity or of the distinctive rites 
of some ethnic groups in Canada. 

Proceeding from these assuma- 
tions and, accordingly, denying the 
desirability of a single or dual melt¬ 
ing-pot in which Canadians of other 
origins were to lose their cultural 
heritage — it is necessary, in my 
opinion, to go beyond mere declara¬ 
tions in affirming the right of Cana¬ 
dians to preserve in a living form 
their respective cultural heritage. 

Therefore, I believe that the fol¬ 
lowing measures should be taken 
to safeguard the contribution made 
by other ethnic groups to the cul¬ 
tural enrchiment of Canada: 

1. Languages of the “third” ethnic 
groups should be offered as a credit¬ 
ed subject on an optional basis from 
the earliest grades in elementary 
schools, wherever there is a demand 
for them on the part of parents, and 
whenever it is feasible in terms of 
the number of children involved. At 
a later stage students in this cate¬ 
gory should be encouraged to learn 
French. 

2. Universities, especially in those 
provinces where languages of the 
“third” ethnic groups are offered 
at the secondary school level, should 
grant matriculation status to these 
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languages and develop programs for 
the training of teachers in these 
languages. A division of labour 
should be agreed upon among the 
leading Canadian universities in 
developing at certain universities 
comprehensive programs of study 
of the language, culture and history 
of the individual ethnic groups and 
their contribution to Canadian life. 

3. Publicly operated media of 
mass communication — the CBC 
Radio and TV, as well as the Na¬ 
tional Film Board — should devote 
greater attention than hitnerto to 
the cultural and artistic contribu¬ 
tions and activities of the non-Brit¬ 
ish and non-French ethnic groups. 

4. Whenever public support is 
provided for Canadian cultural and 
artistic institutions and activities, it 
should not be restricted to the ma¬ 
jor ethnic groups alone, but be ex¬ 
tended also to the institutions re¬ 
presentative of the best cultural 
achievement of other ethnic groups. 

5. Symbolic recognition should be 
granted from time to time by the 
government agencies and other pub¬ 
lic bodies to the presence in Canada 
and the cultural contribution of the 
non-British and non-French groups. 
In particular, official Canadian pub¬ 
lications, exhibits and other media 
portraying Canada abroad, should 
also depict the contribution of other 
ethnic groups to Canada’s popula¬ 
tion, history, culture, and economy. 

6. Attempts should be made by 
proper authorities to include into 
school curricula and texts reliable 
information about the “third” ethnic 
groups and their contributions to 
Canadian life so as to dispel biases 
based on ignorance or distorted data. 

In summary, I wish to restate the 


basic thesis of my talk: In the pro¬ 
cess of Canada’s growth from colony 
to nationhood, the original founders 
of the Confederation— the French 
and the British—have been joined 
by people of other ethnic origins. 
As Canadians, these arrivals from 
many lands and their descendants 
have been contributing to the build¬ 
ing of Canada in to what she is to¬ 
day and will be in the future, con¬ 
tributing, to her evolving destiny as 
pioneers, farmers, workers, profes¬ 
sional people, educators, artists, 
scholars and politicians. In this pro¬ 
cess they have added a new dimen¬ 
sion to Canadianism, they have 
widened this notion to admit the 
people of German, Ukrainian, Ital¬ 
ian, Scandinavian, and many other 
ethnic origins and cultural heritages. 
To most of them Canadianism comes 
today by birthright, by the right 
earned by the pioneers’ sweat, by 
the toil of the hand and mind, by 
the blood shed for Canada in the 
two world war. 

I cannot find a more fitting ex¬ 
pression of the essence of Canadian¬ 
ism than that given recently by a 
Canadian judge on the occasion of 
granting citizenship to a group of 
New Canadians: 

This nation has been enriched by 
the loyalty and sacrifice of persons 
who have come from many lands 
and traditions. To each this nation 
has given a chance to life and grow 
and share in the common wealth. 
From each Canada has accepted the 
gifts of different cultures and made 
them into an enduring heritage. 
From sea to sea, this rich heritage 
is yours, as it is mine, because we 
ar e Canadians.

Their abuse of leadership is mak¬ 
ing possible the spread of corrup¬ 
tion, immorality and subversion on 
an unprecedented scale today. 

The only fear of false leaders is 
that good poeple like you will wake 
up and start managing their own 
affairs. What is a fear for them is 
a HOPE for everybody else! 

Here’s what you can do. . . 

NO. 1 RECOGNIZE THE NEED 

Do more than throw your hands 
up in despair over double-dealing, 
whether it be local, national or in¬ 
ternational. An important part of 
your mission in life as a follower 
of the Lord is to right what is wrong, 
not merely sit in judgment. 

Above all else, recognize how the 
failure of good people to provide 
leadership has made possible the 
vacuum which false leaders gladly 
and quickly fill. 

Note the great need in almost 
every field for persons who will take 
responsibility, not duck it. The “let 
George do it” attitude has too often 
prepared' the way for disaster 
throughout history. 

Once you are conscious of the fact 
that it is LEAD OR BE LED in this 
atomic age, you will: 

a) Uncover your own hidden 
capabilities for leadership. 

b) Give practical support to lead¬ 


ers who are devotedly working for 
the best interests of all. 

c) Remind leaders, in a tactful 
way, of the great good they can 
render by living up to the important 
trust placed in them. 

d) Pray that young people with 
the potential for leadership start 
putting it to good use in the chal¬ 
lenging years ahead. 

NO. 2 DEVELOP A LOVE 
FOR PEOPLE 

The deeper your love for all peo¬ 
ple, the more readily will you ac¬ 
quire Christlike qualities of leader¬ 
ship. Imitate Him who said: “I am 
the good shepherd. The good shep¬ 
herd lays down his life for his sheep. 
But the hireling, who is not a shep¬ 
herd, whose own the sheep are not, 
sense the wolf coming and leaves the 
sheep and flees.” (John 10:11, 12). 

If you truly love people, you will 
make an effort, through prayer, 
word and deed to see that they are 
provided with efficient government, 
suitable literature and entertain¬ 
ment, worthy education, a sound 
economy and good labor relations. 
Man needs reasonable conditions on 
earth to achieve happiness here and 
hereafter. 

Love of your fellowman, based on 
love of God, can stimulate you to 
serve th e leaderless millions in our 
own land and over the world. Your 
efforts may protect at least some 
of them from the “hirelings” and 
“Jud'as goats” who are roaming the 
earth as never before. 

NO. 3 START FROM WHERE 
YOU ARE 

Whatever your work or responsi¬ 
bilities, you have some ability as 
a leader right now. 

You show it in running your home, 
taking part in church or school ac- 



tivities, managing a farm, working 
as a nurse or bricklayer, conducting 
a business and in countless other 
ways. 

Widen your horizons beyond your 
“little world” into the “'big world”. 
Take an interest in the great spheres 
of influence that ar e shaping the 
trends of the “whole world”. 

If you can’t step into these fields 
yourself, encourage others with high 
ideals and ability to replace those 
leaders who are indifferent, con¬ 
fused, corrupt or downright evil. 
Christ warned: “If the blind lead 
the blind, both fall into the pit.” 
(Matt. 15:14). 

NO. 4 GET YOUR IDEAS ACROSS 

Most good people over the world 
don’t know how to express them¬ 
selves — to get into circulation the 
good ideas that God has entrusted 
to them. Too often they have un¬ 
wittingly abandoned the influential 
fields of speech and' writing to per¬ 


sons who communicate effectively, 
but who may mislead rather than 
lead. 

Here are a few reminders to im¬ 
prove your power to communicate 
ideas: 

a) Remember your importance as 
a connecting link between God and 
others. You may be the transmitter 
of divine truth to many a person 
who would never hear it except for 
you. 

b) Acquaint yourself with some 
fundamentals of public speaking, ef¬ 
fective writing and parliamentary 
procedure. 

c) Above all else deepen your con¬ 
victions — your love of God and 
people. You will never stimulate 
others to action if your words come 
only from your lips, not from your 
heart. The Apostle Paul warns: “If 
I do not have charity, I have be¬ 
come as sounding brass or a thin- 
kling cymbal.” (I Cor. 13:1).
